It Pursues Him from New York to 
Nicaragua, and from Ohio to Cal- 
ifornia—A Career of Fraud, For- 
gery, Arson and Murder. 


CIncINNATI (O.), April 23. — [Special 
Correspondence of TE. TIES.] From 
here, where the record of the notorious 
William Kissane is perhaps better known 
than anywhere else in the Union, I write to 
Tue. Times, giving what you ask, to wit, a 
succinct and chronological account of the 
man’s criminal career from the beginning. 


In 1843 William Kissane came to Cincin- | 


nati from Canada (Toronto, it is supposed), 
with letters of introduction to Lot Pugh, an 
estimablé old Quaker gentleman, and a 
member of the pork-packing firm of Lot 
Pugh & Co., Pugh & Alvord, Pugh & John- 
son, who gave him employment as book- 
keeper; also, his companion and friend 
from Canada, William Perkins, as outdoor 
clerk. (See reference to this man further 


on. 

Bb the period from 1844 to 1850 
Kissane ga one bing much ability, and was 
ven an interest in the firm of Pugh & 
ohnson, (The latter was usually called 
“Major” Johnson.) Lot Pugh always 
charged Kissane with and 
with destroying books, papers, etc., by fire 
which calamity ruined the firm. 
Kissane was also by other 
pork-packers—the brothers Samuel, Henry 
and Albert Lewis. 
In 1850, 1851 and 1852, Kissane was a 
member of the firm of Smith & Kissane 
(Samuel Smith and William Kissane), who 
conducted a candle factory and hog-slaugh- 
tering house on and near the northeast cor- 
ner of John and Maple streets, and a pork- 
king house on the northwest corner of 

Race street and the canal. } 
During some of these years Kissane had 
rooms, with other young men, on the east 
side of Vine street, between Sixth and 
Seventh streets, leading an elegant bach- 
elor’s life. He was noted for his handsome 


In 1851 and 1852 Kissane’s private residence 
— was south side of Clark street, be- 
tween Western Row and John street; and 
in 1853 it was at 21 West Eighth street, be- 
tween Main and Walnut. [He was ar- 
rested there. 

THE MARTHA WASHINGTON AFFAIR. 
On the 7th of January, 1852, the steam- 
boat Martha Washington left Cincinnati for 
New Orleans. The captain was J. N. 
Cummings; clerk, J. G. Nicholson: pilot, 
Lewis Choate; mate, William H. Holland. 

On January 14, 1852, the boat was burned 
at aa off Island Sixty-five, in the 
Mississippi River, near Helena, Ark. Many 
lives were lost. Sidne Burton became 
active in developing the conspiracy which 
culminated in this tragedy. For the ability 
of this man, I refer the readers of Tue 
Tus to the following articles in the 
Atlantic Monthly: “One of My Clients“ 
(December, 1862), A Dinner Party” (No- 
vember, 1872). 

THE CONSPIRATORS HELD. | 

Testimony was taken before United 
States Commissioner P. B. Wilcox, at Col- 
umbus, O. (from December 29, 1852, to 
January 15, 1853), and the following-named 
persons were held for trial on charges of 
conspiracy, burning the Martha Washing- 
ton, and defrauding the insurance com-

KISSANE AS A FORGER, 


| During this summer (1853) and pendling 
the trial, Kissane forged the following 


checks in Cincinnati, whilst out on bail for 
the Martha Washington crimes—all the 
names used being those of 1 
with whose signatures he was familiar: 
The sum of $7500, drawn by Evans & Co. 
on Elliott Sturgis, banker, and payable to 
Samuel Taylor & Co. or bearer. 
The sum of $7300, drawn by S. Lewis & 
Co. on the Mechanics.and Traders’ Bank. 
The man Perkins, who is alluded to 
above, N ng these checks for payment 
hio Life Insurance and Trust Com- 
ny Bank. He was dressed as a hog- 
rover—pants stuffed in muddy boots, ete. 
He wished to have the checks paid in gold 
coin, and haggl bout the premium (one- 
fourth of one int.), but finally took it, 
putting the cotn in his saddle-bags. De 
KISSANE WAS ARRESTED, 
tried and convicted for these forgeries in 
Cincinnati, his old employer, Maj. John- 
son, fainting at the verdict. It was hard 
for Maj. Johnson to give up his faith in 
Kissane, and he often said he would never 
trust mankind again. 
A NEW TRIAL AND A CHANGE OF VENUE. 
Kissane was. tried before a notorious 
judge, Flinn, who gave him a new trial. A. 
J. Pruden was the prosecuting attorney. 
A motion was made and granted for a 
change of venue, on the ground of the ex- 
istin eat public excitement on the 
Martha Washington tragedy; and the case 
was taken to Lebanon, Warren county (the 
county adj 2 Jamilton county, in which 
Cincinnati is situated).

BOLD FORGERIES. 

In July and August of 1854, Kissane, 
Andrew Finley and Lyman Cole—all im- 
plicated in the Martha Washington crimes— 

lotted and consummated the forgeries on 

he Chemical Bank of New York city— 
first meeting in Cincinnati; then in New 
York city, where Kissane stated to Finley 
that he had business in relation to an estate 
left him in Ireland, 3 

Kissane afterward alleged that he was 
in great need of money at the time to pay 
his attorneys in the Martha Washington 
case. Finley went to New York, stopping 
at the Pacific Hotel, Greenwich street, west 
side, between Courtlandt and Dey streets, 
where he was joined in a day or two by Kis- 
sane. They had a meeting at this time with 
2 Thomas Hanly, from Helena, Ark., 
at the Astor House, issane intioduced 


Finley as his brother-in-law. 


During this visit to New York their time 
was principally spentin buying and selling 
uncurrent money at the offices of John 
Thompson (now living, and a prominent 
bank president) and of Very & Gwynne, 
for the purpose of getting familiar with the 
business and precuring their checks, in 
order to obtain a copy of their signatures. 
From the stationers of these two firms they 
procured blank checks. 

They then returned. to Cincinnati, and 
Kissane informed Finley that the “old 
man,“ Cole, had raised . and that the 
would return to New York.

SCHEMES OF THE CONSPIRATORS. 
They immediately commenced to carry 


out their plans for raising a large sum of 
money by dishonest means. Writing 
being the most important branch of the 
business, and having several copies of the 
regular checks in their possession, an offer 
was made before coming on from Cincin- 
nati to a party there, whose name was 
Mitchell, for $1000, to fill up and sign the 
names of John Thompson and Very & 
Gwynne to the checks intended to be used. 
He was an expert penman—able to dunli- 
cate any signature at sight. But nothing 
less than an interest in the — bey 
would satisfy Mitchell; so Kissane decid 
to do that portion of the Work himself. 

_ THE CHEMICAL-BANK FORGERY. 

The forgers met in the morning in Fin- 
ley’s room, at the New York Hotel, and

place of deposit for his funds. They ap- 
peared at the bank for that purpose on 
the 29th of August, 1854, and on the strength 
of the introduction, ‘Mr. James Bishop“ 
was permitted to open an account with a 
deposit of $2000 in bills.

to call on Mr. Berdell, and, thinking he

His reception at the office of R. H. Ber- 
ell & Co. was not to his satisfaction, the

came alarmed and hastened to Kissane, 
who decided that the plan as arranged must 
be carried out at once. 

Finley called at the bank in the after- 
noon, near 3 o’clock, pretending to be a 
little worse from an extra dose of “old 


inspeet a long bill of hogs he had pur- 
chased, at the same time requesting him to 
place to his (Finley’s) credit a certified 
check, drawn upon the American Exchange 
Bank by John Thompson for $12,000, and 
another on the Continental Bank 
$6018.50, drawn by Very & Gwynne. 
This being done, “Mr. Bishop” stated 
that he would “have to settle for the ho 
that day”; that he had been around with 
the boys” and ‘‘felt a little shaky”; would 
the cashier be kind enough to fill out a 
check for $14,870, and he would sign it.“ 
. Could the cashier decline to oblige a gen- 
.tleman so well indorsed? Elated with his 
success so far, but little time was lost in 
petting to the paying teller’s desk. Present- 
ng the check, he remarked: Mr. Teller, 
your city has knocked me up.” ‘How so?’ 
was asked. Mr. Bishop” replied: “‘Well, you 
see, I am used to traveling on soft ground, 
and your pavements are too much for me.“ 
Looking at the check, and feeling satisfied 
from the filling,“ in the cashier’s hand- 
writing, that it was correct, as it was near 
3 o’clock, and the cash rtly made up, the 
teller counted out $870 in $100, $50 and $20 
notes, and the $14,000 in $500 bills.

Telegrams were received from Mitchell, 
the man who had failed to get an interest 
for doing the writing, and was now in hopes 
of getting a reward for their arrest. 

ARREST—ESCAPE—RECAPTURE. 

After more delay Kissane, Finley and 
Cole were arrested, having eluded for 
months the search for them. 

On the way to New York Kissane was 
allowed by the Cincinnati officer to escape 
from the water-closet of the car at Hor- 
nellsville, N. V. In a few days he made his 
appearance at the house of John Lynch, at 
Tutfalo, who had been book-keeper on the 
Martha Washington. Lynch found a refuge 
for him at the home of a man named Spar- 
row, a small farmer living at Clarence, 
about fifteen miles from Buffalo. Kissane 
sent Lynch to Cincinnati with a letter. to 
his brother 

THE MAGNESIA BOTTLE. 

On Lynch's return he brought with him 
from Reuben a bottle of magnesia, which 
was opened at Lynch’s house, and from the 
bottle Kissune took $6500 in $500 bills of the 
Chemical Bank. He took the money with 
him on his return. to Sparrow’s, and re- 
mained there about three months assisting 
in the work of the farm. ; 

Mrs. Lynch was with her husband on this 
trip to Cincinnati, and objected to taking 
the bottle of magnesia from Reuben, .think- 
ing it was poison; but Reuben overcame 
her scruples by making her a present of $300. 

ALTERING BANK-NOTES. 

Kissane occupied his time also, it is sup- 
posed, in altering bank-notes by..the pasting 
and cutting re Sparrow passed some 
of them, and was arrested.

Ifhe had just doffed the 
striped garments of San Quentin, he is not 
to be assailed and damaged with impunity 
* he engages in a legitimate enter- 
prise.“ 

But if, after doffing the striped gar- 
ments of San Quentin, he goes on 
practicing the same things which 
originally sent him to that seaside 
resort, what say you then, brother 
Herald? Are we to cry Hands off!“ 
because he was previously vulnerable 
and has not reformed? Out on such 


logic! 
There is a manifest effort to create

in the city had a perfect right to do. If 
anybody was to blame for these things 
coming to the surface, it was the man

If Mr. Boyce’s methods 
are so crooked that the mere mention 
‘of them, in connection with suits 
brought to compel restitution, shakes 
public confidence in him, then he is 
not the man to lead off in a great land 
scheme. 


There has been no effort on the part 
of THe. Tos to attack the Azusa 
country, or retard its development in 
any way. On the contrary, we have 
repeatedly mentioned it as one of the 
most charming spots in the entire foot- 
hills belt of Southern California. The 
Azusa country is a good and a grow- 
ing country, and its development is in 
no way dependent upon any single 
man who can’t stand the fire of public 
scrutiny. The Azusa will go right 
along—no fear of that—whether Mr. 
Boyce drops out of the procession 
or not. 

And now a word as respects all this 
talk about personal malice.”’ If Mr. 
Boyce could only look at the matter in 
a proper light, he would see that we 
have treated him very leniently. Long 
ago we were in possession of full docu- 
mentary evidence concerning his 
crookedness, and we were re- 
peatedly urged by reputable citizens 
to give it publicity, but we refrained 
from doing so. This was because we 
considered that so long as he remained 


ducted himself as an upright citizen 
should, his former character was not a 
legitimate subject for newspaper dis- 
cussion.

When 
the influences that have wrought the 
transformation of Southern California and 
made it what it is today begin to exert 
their force in Arizona, and the spirit of 
progress and enterprise is marked in greater 
degree than ever prevailed in California, 
the mere fact that a dangerous rival for dis- 
tinction is about to arise ought not to blind 
the press to a fair treatment of the merits 
of the new land of promise. Not a word is 
said, however, in commendation of Arizona, 
but no opportunity is lost to ridicule its 
“deserts,” and to utter calumny against its 
imaginary evils. The press ought to show 
amore liberal and fair-minded spirit toward 


its neighbors.“ 
The Los Angeles press has had no 


unkind words for Arizona, so far as we 
have ever discovered, but, on the con- 
trary, has embraced every opportunity 
to praise whatever is praiseworthy in 
the Territory. We of Southern Cali- 
forniatightly consider that Arizona is 
a part of our back country; that, com- 
mercially, it is tributary to this sec- 
tion, and, for years to come, it 


is destined to draw upon us 
for a large share of its food 
and other supplies. We have 


praised the good mines of Arizona and 
exalted the good valleys, which succeed 
in producing some fruits two weeks 
earlier than our own section. 
We hope, further, to see the day 
when Los Angeles, supplied with 
cheap and good fuel from its 
petroleum deposits, will be able to 
establish reduction works on an exten- 
sive scale, and that the refractory ores 
of Arizona, which now amount to a 
useless product, may be shipped here, 
and prove a source of great profit at 
both ends of the line. | 
Los Angeles capital and energy have 
already been enlisted largely in the de- 
velopment of Arizona, and may be 
counted on for further good work. 
As showing the inconsistency ot the 
cavilers above: quoted, we make this 
extract from the same column of the 
same paper, quoting from the same 
original growler: 
“The Yuma Sentinel says Los Angeles 
capitalists have subscribed stock to the 
amount of $100,000 in the Colorado and Gila 
Canal project, thereby increasing the ag- 
gate amount subscri » $600,000. A 
arge force of men are to be put at the work 
of construction in avery short time. The 
great value of the enterprise is unquestioned, 
and the character of the investment is one 


calculated to draw upon the most shrewd 
and careful capitalists of the country.” 


Independent and Semi-Independent. 


A down-east contemporary, in dis- 
cussing newspapers, makes some fine- 
haired classifications, which may or 
may not pass into the code of custom, 
but which, nevertheless, come mighty 
near being facts. Party organs, for ex- 
ample, it describes as conservative, 
quasi-conservative and semi-independ 
ent. The first sees nothing but good in 
their party; the second may see things 
which are out of the way, but pass 
them by in silence; and the third some- 
times chide party leaders for some 
grave mistake, and recommend a dif- 
ferent policy. The classifier goes on to 
say: 

“The semi-independent may live and 
3 though its tendency will be ever 
ward greater independence, and con: 
quently greater usefulness. The semi-inde- 
ndent is more useful to mankind, and 
oes more for p ss and advancement 
than both the other-named papers. Un- 
doubtedly, the semi-independent organ does 
more toward shaping the course and 
changes of the party or creed than al: other 
newspapers, but yet it is not independent 
in the full Sense of the term; it is impossi- 
ble to be so and have any affiliation’ with 
any distinct class, as against any other 
class. It cannot handle its lance as freely 
as that paper which is not in any way 
biased or hampered by declared. convictions 
as to its course in the future. There is that 
in sincere beliefs, honestly held and earn- 
estly advocated, which gives strength to a 

newspaper as it does to an individual.” 


Pretty good doctrine that, and well 
borne out by the facts. The party 
paper, whether it be regarded as an 
“organ” or not, is doing.the best serv- 
ice for its party when it occasionally 
points out the party’s lapses and does 
its best tg secure reform, even by the 
defeat of Unfit candidates. 

Probably as good a classification as 
our logical contemporary could make 


the impression that Mr. Boyce, having 
engaged in a legitimate business ven- 
ture, Ture TIMEs pursued him with 
personal malice and destroyed his 
chances of success.

THE OUTRAGED HUSBAND.

butes of a devéted wife and affectionate 
mother, she enjoyed the society of a host of 
friends and the bliss of domestic felicity. 
Her husband was a somewhat fastidious 
member of the police department, whose 
intensity of natural self-esteem was aug- 
mented by the possession of a star and the 
other accoutrements of “one of the finest.“ 
After a 1 years of matrimonial 
experience, a cloud lowered on the horizon. 
A bickering and irritablé husband exasper- 
~ ated the fond wife. Trouble followed, and 
culminated in a separation, 

Matters went along all right for some 

time, until the love began to bloom again. 
Single blessedness was not exactly congen- 
iat tothe separated couple, and the pair re- 
turned to each other. The reverberations 
of the marriage bells on the reunion were as 
merry as on the first day that they glad- 
dened the hearts of the bride and groom. 

But the second dip into the hymeneal sea 
proved as disastrous as the initial. During 
the separation Mrs. Mooney cultivated a 
love for the flowing bowl. and her too 
copious libations lett their distinct impress 
on her brow. She frequently became in- 
toxicated, and failed to devote the neces- 

1 sary attention to her little home. On last 
4 Christmas night she worshiped at the 
shrine of Bacchus with unusual vigor, and 
when the “dandy copper’? returned home 
he found her in a maudlin state. ; 
- He sent her to the Home of, Inebriates; 
and left her there to recover her faculties. 

Qa New Year’s night Mooney attended a 
soirée given by Mrs. Thomas Logan, of No. 
6 Geneva street. During the festivities the 
charming hostess, whose principal attrac- 
tion consisted in her enormous weight—200 
younds—became fascinated with the gal- 

ant officer. She did not attempt to conceal 
her feelings, and the resalt was that they 
seon entertained an affection for each other. 

A few days after she disapeared, and her 
husband, who drives a coal-cart for Me— 
Donough & Co., was in a quandary to dis- 
cover her whereabouts. Finally he learned 
that she had eloped’ with Oflicer Mooney, 
ant that the pair were on their way to Los 
Angeles. On the following day an account 
of the pair was published exclusively in the 
Examiner.

Philosophy of Potato growth. 

Investigations show that under fa- 
vorable conditions the stored nutriment 
in the planted tuber or cutting is most- 
ly, if not entirely, consumed by the 
growing plant. The starch literally 
passes out of the tuber and is replaced 
by water. The indications are that the 
tuber or cutting does not decay until 
its nutritive substances are nearly or 
quite exhausted, after which it col- 
lapses and decays very suddenly. 
After the young plant has fairly start- 
ed into growth, the matter of the seed 
tuber appears to-act like another equal 
quantity of fertility. It does not seem 
to be necessary to the growing plant. 

Hilis from which the seed tubers 
were removed after the tops had at- 
tained the height of six inches, yielded 
quite as well as those from Which they 
were not removed. Hills growing on 
very rich soil were found to have con- 
sumed the seed tuber much faster than 
those growing on poorsoil. Thisseems 
to show that the seed tuber does not fill 
the place of fertility in the soil. In other 
words, we can not make up for poverty 
in the soil by planting large tubers. The 
benefits of sowing large seed tubers are 
ee | quite us marked on rich as on 
poor soil, and this benefit appears to con- 
sist not somuch upon the 33 nour- 
ishment that large tubers furnish, asin 
the greater vigor that they give to the 
young shoot. : 

An examination was made the past 
season in order to discover at what 
stage in the life of the plant the tubers 
The results in- 
dicated that after the tops have fairly 
commenced to die no _ perceptible 
growth takes place in the larger tubers, 
though the smallest and youngest ones 
probably continue to grow until com- 
plete death of the stems. The above 
experiments simply outline the present 
state of knowledge, though further in- 
vestigations may change some of the 
conclusions.

| CONSUMPTION. 


A Method of Injection Which Kills 
the Parasite and Doos Not Kill the 
Patient-A Remarkable Los An- 

geles Case. 


Among the most recent discoveries—or 
| supposed discoveries—of medical science, is 
* a new cure for consumption. If half what 
aa is claimed for it is true, the discovery is en- 
3 titled to rank with that of vaceination. No 
Bh: bother one disease carries off so many victims 
annually as consumption; and any means 
of cure or relief will be a boon to millions, 
1 As the discoyery has no patent on it, and 
3 any physician of Moderate intelligence can 
8 apply it with material obtainable at any 
good drug store, some description of the 
treatment is news-matter, and as such is 
given a 3 in these columns. 
> The theory is in brief as follows: That 
the infinitesimal parasites which feed upon 
the lungs of the consumptives are enor- 
mously hardy, is well known, One might 
inhale sulpirr enough to kill them 
but the patient would be 
3 before the bacille were. The same 
) is true of the inhalation of carbonic acid 
gas, which wonld be alike fatal to the con- 
* sumption and to the consumptive. A few 
years ago Prof. Bergeron, of Lyons, con- 
- » ceived the idea that the gases might be in- 
troduced into the intestines without the evil 
effects produced by introducing them through 
the bronchial tubes. Experiments on ani- 
mals showed that there were no ill results; 
and then experiments were tried on con- 
sumptive persons, with most gratifying | 
suceess. Betore announcing his discovery, 
2 Prof. Bergeron made it the subject of care- 
ful study for two years, experimenting 
upon numerous patients, and not only 
found that carbonic acid gas, when properly 
+e introduced into the intestines, had a bene- 
‘ 2 ficial effect upon the 
: the satisfaction of efiecting a permanent 
cure in several cases of consumption. Last 
August Prof. Bergeron embodied the results 
of his investigations ina paper which was 
read before the Academy of Sciences in 
Paris. His discovery was received with in- 
credulity by many, and was ridiculed b 
more, but the physicians in the Paris hospf- 
tals began experiments in the line indi- 
cated by Prof. Bergeron, with results simi- 
lar to those obtained by him.

There 
is also about one in ten of 
sulphurated hydrogen, and a trace “of 
hydrochlorie acid. The results, so 
„ in Mr. Hall’s case, are most encourag- 
ing, and his complete recovery is hoped for. 
Some of the Philadelphia patients have fully 
recovered. Dr. Hagan and other physicians 
here are also trying the experiment, and the 

result will be watched with great interest. 
The apparatus used is extremely simple, 
consisting ot a rubber gasbag of a capacity 
of four or five gallons, and a Woulf bottle, 
ae such as is used by chemists for washing or sat- 
1 urating gases, aud the neces connections 
a of rubber tubing. The flask is filled with 
hot water, bearing in solution sodium chlo- 
ride and sodium sulphide, in the proportion 
of five grains of each to twenty-four ounces 
of water. The rubber bag is filled with gas- 
eous carbonic acid, and connected by tubing 
with the bottle iu such a way that pressure 


upon the bag will force its contents through 


the liquid, and thence through a rubber fit- 
: ted with a syringe tube. By pressure upon 
the bag the gas is forced into the intestines, 
through the rectum. The pressure isc 
fully regulated, so as not to produce any 
— in the patient, and the whole operation 
asts but ten to twenty minutes. 
Dr. McLaughlin’s theory of the action of 
the gases is that the gas slowly introduced 
. into the intestines is gradually absorbed and 
ae passes into the system, being finally ex- 
haled. Thus reaching the affected parts, it 
arrests the decomposition by effecting a 
rapid oxidation of the affected surfaces. 
The absorption of the gas and its subse- 
quent contact with the diseased surfaces is 
* shown by the burning or smarting sensation 
5 which is felt in those parts soon after treat- 
ment with the gas. fter each application 
the.pulse falls ten to fifteen beats, respira- 
tion increases four to six,and the temperature 
falls several degrees. In one case the tem- 
a ä perature lowered 6° from 105°. The treatment 
i} also has a slight effect on the kidneys. The 


further and ultimate resuits of the experi- 
ments are awaited with intense interest. Dr.| 


McLaughlin is sanguine of the success of
